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The Sinking of a Turkish Monitor. 

The "Eugineor" hiiB tho followini; 
p%rtieulai-M I'roiu un o.ve-^Yllucss of tho 
sinking of the TurkisU ironclad on the 

Danube: — 

"On Sunday, tho 6tb inst, a, Turkish' 
ironclad witb two turrets i^nd a vibit 
to Braila, and threw ijomo liftoeii nine 
inch shells rii,'ht over the town to the 
railway btatiou, jusl as tho Grand 

°Duko Nicholas arrived by train from 
Qalatz. The vessel did nofc remain 

loug, and on tbo following Friday, the 
11th inat, sho raturncd about 15 p. m., 
and dropped anchor, with tho object 
apparently of shelling tho town. She 
several timer, .shifted her position 
slightly, in older to bring her guns to 
bear. A Bussian battery at onco 
opened fire on her with bronze rilled 

.howitzers of about six inch calibre, 
the range being 5,000 yards. A sec- 
ond battery, aniicd with •2.5-pouuder 
tiiege guns, also opened on the Turk- 
ish ship, and tho cauuonado lasted for 

.about forty-five miuutea. The Rus- 

' sians fired in all about twenty rounds. 
Tbo result of each fihot was carefully 
-watched by our correspondent on 
shore, from a point fifty to sixty feet 
nbovQ tho level of the river. Sudden- 
ly, a white puff of white smoke or 
steam rose from the ironclad, followed 
by huge Hanies, whicli ascended to a 
height of twenty feet. These \yere 
carried away by tho wind at a sliglit 
angle, and were succeeded by a cloud 
of dark smoke or steam, rising high 
into tho air, and surrounded by black 
objects. A dull report was heard, and 
when tho smoke cleared away tho iron- 
clad was gone. Nothing was to he 
seen of her but the mizen inast stand- 
ing far out of the water and still tiy- 
ing the Turkish flag, which, curiously 
enough, the Turkish boats pulling to 
the rescue of the drowning sailors, did 

■ not attempt to secure. Those boats 
came from a second Turkish ironclad 
lying at tho time a little further up 
tiro stream. Whether thoy succeeded 
in rescuing any^ of tho crow is not 
known. But the cook of the ship was 
subsequently picked up by the Rus- 
sians, who also cariiod olT tho Turkish 
flag as a trophy. Tlio man was much 
hurt, but ho was quite able to give the 
explanation of tho occurrence which 
has been so much wanted. It suemB 
that the commander of tbcLutii Djold 
had gone ashore vt Jladehin ahout 
four or five miles further up tho Dan- 
ube, and had given instructions to his 
second in command to gel the ship in- 
to position, but not to open fire until 
be returned on board; and, as a fact, 
the Turkish ship did not reply by a 
fiinglo gun to tho Russians. His ob- 
ject in going to JIadohin was to ar- 
range with four other guu veBsels 
for a concerted attack on Braila, which 
as we know, never came olT, Numer- 
ous explanations of tho cause of th» 
sinking of tho Lutfi Djelil have been 
given, and a great deal has been said 
ubout vertical lire a.id unarnioiirod 
decks. According to the survivor, how 

' ever, all these theories are wide of the 
mark. A shell entered the side or 
base of the funnel, and exploding in 
tho up-tako, the boilers at once foll')w- 
ed suit. Tho crew consisted of 1H2 
men, 20 oflicerH, and three pilots, all 
of whom wero Turks. It will bo seen 
that vertical fire had little or nothing 
tdSo with the destruction of the ship, 
tho range being fj,000 yarda, and tho 
batteries not far above tho water s eilgo. 
The cause of the sinking of tho ship 
was the explosion of the boilers. 

~ A Bassiait Description of the Seat of 
War in Asia. 

The "iiivalido lUisno" publishes a 
long description of tho ihoatro of war 
in Asia Minor, taken from tho reports 
..jpaade to the Government by RuBsiau 
•''■geographers and explorers. The wliolo 
north-east is occupied by tho plateau 
of Armenia, almost in tho centre of 
which, amid a cliam of mountains, is 
situated the town of Erzoroum at a 
height of 6,000 feet abovo tlio level of 
ihe 8od The water courses are num- 
erous in tho villayot, nearly all tho 
rivers of ancient Ai nienia and iMesopo 
tamia having their rise there. Tho 
TchorakiiHoii llows into the Black Sea, 
near Jiatoum, tlio Kuuraand the Arax 
tb§ G»)8pian, and the Per<iian 
Gulf receives from tbo uiountaia.'i of 
Armonia tho two arms of the I'luphra- 
ti;» and tlio oasturu arm of tho Tigrin. 
Nono of tho first tliroo rivers aro of any 
Tttluo as moans of communication, and 
in times of Hoods would seriously im- 
^e4e ^9 marob of an army. Tbo 



plains of the vilayet are generally fertile 
and it is there that is concentrated 
principally tho population of tho 
country, surrounded by mountains. 
These plains offer to the Turks consid- 
erable advantages for defence, and re- 
semble BO many entrenched camps 
where it is only necessary to protect 
tho defiles. Tho most important of 
these plains are Erzeroum, Kars, Ers- 
iudjau (which is oxtremly fertile), 
Efiyazid, and Mou.sch , which is the 
largest C'f all. The means of couimu- 
nicatiou in Asia Minor are generally 
in a very bad state. This arises part- 
ly from the custom of of canying loads 
on pack-horses, and it is in tliis way 
up to tho present tho postal service 
betwoon Erz(!roam and Trepizoiid is 
cairiedou. The contra of ail of the 
roads of tho province is Erzeroum, 
which is ou the highway between the 
BluckSea and tlio Asiatic provinces 
of Turkey, as well as tlio Rersiau 
Gulf. The road from Trebizond to 
Erzeroum is 280 vorsts long, and cost 
tho Turks 1,750,000 roubles. A second 
road is being made between Erzeroum 
and J\ars, and other ordinary roads 
load from Erzeroum to Kais, Adrahau, 
Ersiudjau, JI(ni.sch, Biilis, Van, and 
Bayazid. Thanks to its altitude 
tho climato of Erzeroum is 
mild, dry, anil in general most salu- 
Idious. In tho lower regions cotton, 
rice, and olives are cultivated. In tho 
plain of Erzeroum, which is (i,000 feet 
abovo tho level of the sea, the winter 
lasts from the end of November to the 
commencement of March, and snow is 
Irequent; but the summer is extremely 
warm. TLo population of the villayot 
is estimated at OIU.OUO, of whom 1S;5,- 
000 are Christians, namely, 157,r)0U 
Armenians, 2,000 Greeks, and 22,(j00 
Nestorians. The Mussulman popula- 
tion consists of IDO.OOOTurk.H, 207, OdO 
Kurds, 25.0000 Kizilbachis, 2, 900 Tar- 
tars, and 2,700 Circahsians. Tho ar- 
ticle concludes with notes on the 
position and forlitications of tho prin- 
cipal towns of the vilayet. Eizeroum 
has a population of 00,000, and its 
means of dofeuco are detached forts 
the fortresses proper, and tho citadel. 
Tho forts aro placed ou tho heights of 
Kap-Daghaud Kercmcng-U'igh, which 
is very favourably situated for tho de- 
fence, and each of them is supplied 
with vaulted casemates. The fortress 
itself is composed of an enceinte; 
which surrounds tho town, and is 
eleven vorsts and a half loug, and has 
eleven bastions. Tho rampart is from 
fifteen to twenty feet high, and twenty 
to thirty feet thick. The ditch of the 
enceinte is seventy-five feet wide, and 
from ten to twonty-four feet deep. 
Tho citadel is constructed in tho 
middle of tho placo,and in surrounded 
by an old wall, tlankod by thirteen 
towers not in a very good state of re- 
sistance. The defence of the town 
necessitates 1.50 guns and a garrison 
of 20,000 men. In 182!) Fitld-:\Iarshal 
Princo Poskevitch, after having beaten 
two Turkish corps at Saganlong, cap- 
tured iirzoroum withoutany resistance. 
The fortifications of Kars have gradu- 
ally increased on account of tho Rus- 
sian war with Turkey. At present 
Kars consists of an old fortress which 
it has ijeen decided to demolish, of a 
citadel in the centre of tho place, and 
eleven detached forts, placed on tiio 
ground favourable for defence, on a 
circle with a radius of 1,800 toises. 
Kars wants also a garrison of 20,000 
men and 150 guns. Tlie pojnilation 
of the town is aljout 20,000. I3at(mm 
is situated at tho end of tho hay of the 
same name, and on tbo land side is 
protected by a range of forts. It is 
tho largest town of Lasistan, and has 
a population of ;i0,000, composed of 
Turks, Greeks and .Vnnenians.

The Bhalowy fonuilation oil whicli tlio 
drydouk scliojuo ol tho Into (luvoriniioiit 
rostod vunisheil witli llio rtfuml of tlo 
Dominion Govoi timoiit to give S'i'jU.OlJO 
towards tho work, and it now romaius for 
tho Elliott Miuistry to take advantago of 
the uowly awakened interest in the Mo- 
ther Oountry on the important Bub 
jeot of ooloninl defences and prepiiio 
a Bonsiblo and practical lo Bohoma 
forcarrwUK out a work t. liiob is lul- 
mitted to bo an "Imiii-'riiil iiooessily." 
'V^'here tho Iinpurinl, Uouuuioii ancl_ Pro- 
Tinoittl Govorumouts aro iutcioated in an 
•nterprise of great public utility it ia but 
right tbftt each ebould bearitsshare of the 
responsibiliiy; that tho coit sbould be 
apportiouud. and that each pair of nhoiil- 
dara shnuld bo call-nl upon to cirry, no- 
cording to its ability, its proportiou of Hie 
financial burthou. As tlio construction 
ofadrydock would bo of con^idcr.iblo 
pecuniary advantago to tho Piovinco, tlie 
Proviaoe does not seek to avoid payiug a 
portion of the cost. The Dominion 
being the third bwKOst shipown- 
ing power in tho world, uliould contribute 
a portion of the cost of (.^oiiktructiiig a 
dock that its shipping woubl uio-t fre- 
quently bouelit from ; iiud tho Iiuporiril 
(ioverument, having prcpurod tlio plans 
and largely enhanced the cost of the 
work, and, moreover, having tho largest 
naviil (ind meroautilo maritio of nny 
nation, Kbonhl alno coutribnto lib- 
erally towards carrying out tlio giunntio 
undertaking. Wo hero luive tliiec (iovcru- 
ments who,imp8llod by tho niost powerful 
of all motives — that of fclf interest — 
Bbo'.ild hasten to bo:irau e(iual uliaio of the 
burthen. Tlio Proviiico bus uiuuifostccl 
a disposition to shoulder her part of tlia 
load. She liae purchased a site, and lias 
incurred liabilitiea amounting in tbo ag- 
gregate to 81U0,0l)() Tlio Doiuiuioii.wliicb 
agreed to givd S-50,flOO townrds the pro- 
ject, hfti riuce docliiii'd to fnllil Unit 
agrcoiueut; but the IJiitish Gi)VOriniieiit 
promises a bonus of .£50,000 iifier the 
oompletinn of tbo dock on condition Ibat 
Imperial ^llips of war ahall be duuked 
free of charge for a period of fifteen years. 
The plans for tbu dock, wo may ua well 
stale, call for a moat expensive and elab- 
orate construction — ill ail rcspect-i ii niag- 
nifieent dock, larger und better ;iud, con- 
sequently, more costly than tho one at 
San Francisco, ivhich cost about $700,000. 
Sappoiiog, for argument's take, the oo^t 
of onr dock to bo §850,000 (practical men 
•ay that if carried out in accordaiicu with 
the plans §1,000,000 will bo rcquinnl to 
complete and cq;i)p it) tlio Province will 
have to rai=o at li uat .^000, 000 ami pay 
interest while buiidiug the dock, bciiidea. 
This would bo a /ery uuequul distribu- 
tion of the load. We fail to see where 
. the "equal rcsponfibility" for a work 
built luoio in Imperial anil Domii;ion:d 
interests ibao in onr own coiDerf iu. it i..^ 
a sum larger than in common f lirueMs en:i 
be asked at our luuidij. It is a larf^'er sum 
than wo can borrow without our credit 
sinking below that of tho Turks, or piling 
up taxation on merchaudiao and real estate 
until people will fiy from the taxgatliorcr 
aa from a pestilence. Against tho pursu- 
ance of a line of policy that will involve 
tbe country so deeply in debt tbiiL .'-ho 
will fall an ea^y piey to r.iiy uiiiu-in- 
cipled foe. we have cve-r proio-'teil. i'iie 
infaiuous policy ef tijo ^\'alkc^l Clovi ru- 
meut must not bo followed by the Elliott 
Mini>try if tbtiy wish to retuii Hio confi- 
dence ot people and House. There is but 
■ one way open toseenre ihe early building 
of the Urydook at Esquimau a.i:<\ that is, 
to lay a statoim-nt of ilio whulc fa. ts bo 
fore tbe Imjx rial G'-iveriiinei>t niul ask 
for further aa^istauco.

Tho aoenory around 
Victoiia i.s voiy lino. It has one park 
contaiiiiii;,' three hundred licroH, where 
tho poor inuu can got pasture all tho 
year round— not a bad thing when he 
gets ton cents a quart for milk nud 
thirty-fivQ iiud forty ceuta a pound for 
butler. The cliinato hevo is moBt de- 
lightful, tho heat not oppressive or 
Hiiltry 119 it is in Canadii, with a cool 
breeze in tho cveuiuga. They wear 
tho Bfiiue kind of clothing here all tbe 
year rouud. Tho temperature of tbe 
island runs from G5 to To in suminor, 
luul Kcarcely luiy Hiiow or frost in 
wiiitor; in fact tho cliiuato may bo Haiti 
lu be tho saino at uU scaBons, with the 
exception of soiuo cold rains iu winter 
time. Cultlo food out all the year 
round. Farming has beoji badly uog- 
Icctcd on thisiahiud. Tho oldHettlors 
on fufuis havo uovor iinjiroved their 
farniM, lor tbo simple reason that they 
could always get enough to live on by 
liHliiiig and game hunting. You can 
lish hero at all fsenaons; any aiuouufc of 
Kalmou from UfLcon to twenty pounds 
lo bo bad for the trouble of catching. 
Tlioro is not a very laigo (juantity of 
luable land on tho island, but what 
(here ia ia very good. The*titaber is 
light aud easily cloarcd. OatB*'run 
Iroiu forty-five to fifty bushels to tho 
aero. Wheat has not been grown much 
hore as _^ot. There is no mill ou the 
islaini; thero was at one time, but it 
was buined down, aud tho luerchauta 
aro opposed to one in Victoria, as they 
get all their flour from Puget Sonud 
and luako a good profit on il. They 
grow as gouil potatoes on tlio island as 
can bo I'oiuul any where; iu fact, any- 
thing will grow wcdl hero. Biisinuss 
is not so brisk as it baa been; still u 
imsliing man can get a job. A tJiei- 
chant from Loudon told mo ho wont to 
look for a man in a hotel to dig a trench, 
aud Ihoagh there were lots of men idle 
still ho eonld not cret ono, aud bail to hire 
a Ciiinnmaii. The fa(!t is thoy have 
bi'eii (-'iviti;; su'di bi^ wages on tbe 
eoa^it thi'y won't look at small things, and 
they lake things Very easy oat hero. Pino 
cor.l w.iO.l brink's S t to $4. 50 per cord in 
'\''ictoria, and the Cbiniman gets one dot- 
I ar and two bits for sawing and splitting 
it. Tho white man won't touch it at that 
price.

The Target Case. 

(Hilnltnd Ouar.litu.) 

This remarkable case came ou for hear- 
ingboforoW. D Ferris, J. P., but, on 
application of Mr, Bole, defendant's 
oouui-ol, who objected to Mr. Ferris try- 
ing tho oaso alone, resulted in a post- 
ponement for half an. hour, when Messrs. 
J. Cunningham, H. Holbrook, R. Dick- 
iusoii, "W. J. Arm strong, aud J. Mackio, 
also took their scats on the bench. 

Tho information was laid by Liout. 
Commanding the Seymour Artillery, J. 
T. Scott, against Lieut, E. Brown of the 
eaino corps, to tho effect that defendant 
dill, on 28tii Miy, wilfully destroy an ar- 
tillery target, the jjroperty of the Domin- 
ion Government. 

When the case was (billed, Mr. Bole re 
qucatod tho complaiiiaut to atato under 
wlmtatitute and section the proceeding 
was brought. 

Mr. Ferris thought tho oourt was the 
proper quarter from whioh snoh infor- 
mation should be had. 

Mr. Bole thoiigiit othorwisj aod cited 
somo authoritiea. 

Mr. Ferris iuaisted that tho magistrates 
wore tho only poraona to aupply the infor- 
mation. 

Mr. I'lOlo pointed out that the mag- 
istr.atea were not expected to supply law 
for complainant, as every man was pre- 
aumed to know legal priiiciplo. 

Mr. Ferris thought that poiiita of law 
ahould only bodiscusHod when there wore 
counsel on both sidos. 

Complainant Mr. J. T. dcott, said, I 
proceed under 53rd section of Militia Act 
of 1869. 

Mr. Bole objected that ths prosecution 
was not properly brought, .^h under tho 
85tb Section, in all comiduints ag'iinst an 
officer, tho .-Vdjut uit (i.iniMiii must bo the 
coiuplttinant.and further proeeded to point 
out tliat tho Humiiiou3 did not create an 
olTenae with in the meaning of the act. 

Mr. Ferris contended tbat he had power 
to amend tho summons, or adjouru tho 
case. 

Mr. Bole, at cousiderablo length, argued 
tho law of tho case, and ii.sked for a dis 
missal. 

Mr. Ferris said, tliiit they (tho uaagia- 
tratea) wore not exiioctod to kuow any- 
thing about points of law, and that they 
would waive all teohnicalities and hear 
the facts. 

Mr. Bole— It would be on extraordin- 
ary statement to go forth that tho magis- 
tnitos of Now Wustmiiistor know nothing 
about law, their (inly being to know ilio 
law and administfir it. Ho further said 
that although they miulit waive tho point 
of liw.he would uot,but would urge such, 
on behalf of hia client, us he thought pro- 
per, and the magistrates might thereon 
make such decision as they thought Ut. 

Mr. Ferris s iid tha Bench must bo res- 
pected, and objected to Mr. Bole's treat- 
ment of the ca^o. 

Mr. Bole icimdiated tho vic\7 antortuin- 
ed by tho Boudi in relation to hia duty, 
and insisted that be bad not overstepped 
h a right as an advooste. 

Mr. Ferris said that this caie came um- 
der the Suminaiy Convictions Act, and 
ho wanted to hoar uo more law. Tho 
Bench had been very courteous to Mr. 
Bole and did not want to waste any more 
time. 

Mr, Bole said the Bench's courtesy wus 
what he would call rudeneBB,and he would 
not allow himself to bo browbeaten or in- 

tiuiiduted in doing hia duty. 

Mr. Holbrook sail that, although ho 
yielded to the opinion of tho other magis- 
trates, lie must express his opinion that 
the case was not properly brought. 

Mr. Bole wasglatl to bear an iniolligeut 
opielon ftom tue Bench. 

J. T. Sontt dnposi-d that the target was 
erected; saw tlie dt feiidant in a boat on 
tho river; «aw the boat near the target 
and the target fall, but conld not say who 
knocked in down. He wus cross-exam in- 
oil at great length by Mr. Bole to show 
that he had no authoiity. ■ 
Mr.J.O. Brown oorrol)or,xted generally. 
Mr. IBolo th»n addressed the oonrt at 
considerable length, flhowiug that thfcre 
was no legal fijuih.lation tor the case, and 
asked lo have it dismissed without hearing 
tho defence. 

Tho magislratci retired to consult and, 
after somo time, announced their decision 
that these was no case, and it was there- 
fore dismipsed. 

Mr. i'erria said the language mado use 
of Ijy defendant'H cimnjid had been dis- 
ajiprovod • f, as ili(!y wero not ae 
customed to ciiher bullying or brov\-b at- 
iiig, and that tlie stitcmeul that they ha] 
come there i)rejudiced was unfounded 
and warned tho counsel to be more oaro 
ful in future. 

Mr. Bole said that as the Bench had 
thought proper to make hia conduct tho 
subject of an extra judicial drciaiou, ho 
was entitled to niAkc some remarks in re- 
ply; tbat ho had not said tiio magiiitratos, 
but a magistrate was iuulined to pre- 
judge the case, a statement he repeated, 
aud he took leave to assure tho Banoh 
that ho would not bebrowbcftten by them. 

The pr.jei edinga tlit'ii torininuteil. Lt. 
J. T. Scott eondiicted his (jwn case; Mr. 
W. Norman Bole iyus def-nuUnt's connsol.

Mr. Dnwdnoy said that when tho hoc. 
raombor for Cumboilaiid, (Dr. Tupper) 
submitted his motion to the House 
ho was under the impression tbat tho de- 
bate would bo contined to the British 
Columbian view of tho case. As, how- 
over, that hon. member had opened up 
the whole qtiostion of the Canadian Pnei 
ho Railw.ay policy, ho would take this op- 
portunity of ollVriug a fow remarks, and 
stating tlie poaition ho proposed to take 
with ri^gard to it. As a Biitish Colum- 
bian, knowing his province thoroughly, 
probably as well as any mau in it; with 
both an account of the engineering prob- 
lems to be solved, and the unroasonable- 
11098 of a portion of the iiopuhitioii.ho had 
always taken a fair and moderate view of 
the wituatiou in British Columbia, not 
only when the late government were in 
power, at a time wben they were attacked 
for not oommeiicing constrnotion on the 
20th July, 1873, but since the present ad- 
ministration acceeded to olBco. If the 
question had been confined to British 
Columbia alone, ho would probably bo 
found voting with tho goverumcnt. Ho 
did that last year when tho hon. member 
for Victoria' (Mr. DcCo.smos) brought 
forward the resolution which was jusdy 
characterized by tho right hon. membar 
for Kingston no a purely selfish motion; 
but if on this occasion he voted against 
the motion of tho hon. member for (Jum- 
borland ho thought he would be laying 
himself open to tho same ncouaatioo that; 
wsa made against tho hon. member for 
Victoria last year, viz., tbatof seltishuess, 
for, however satisfuotoi'y tbe present pos- 
ition of affairs in British Columbia might 
bo to hiiu poraoiially or to the district he 
had tho honor to repri sent, in view of tho 
course recently adopted l.>y tho govern- 
ment ho would not t)o doing his duty as 
a Canadian if ho voted against tho motion 
now under consideration. On more than 
ono occasion the bon. the Prea:.ier hud 
given his opinion very decidedly as to 
liis wish to BOO tho Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way constructed, and although that lion, 
gentleman had apoken of it aa an enor- 
mouB undertaking, and also had eRtimatod 
the coat at a very high tigiiro, he still ba- 
lioved ha was in earnest when ho stated 
that it w«s a necessity and must bo con- 
alrnctod; but wiiat was tho course of hon, 
gentldnioa w ho flat at tho head of tho bon. 
tho Premier? Why, whenaver a point 
was made adversely to tho road, 
wheuevor an enormous estimate was 
put upon the cost of construc- 
tion, significant cries of "hear, hear" aud 
cheers had foreeil upon bim tbe belief 
that whfttover sincerity there might be in 
tbe hon. the Premier there was none iu a 
large majority of his supporters. Hi.* (Mr. 
Dowdney) had listened very attentively 
to every word uttered by the hon. m3mb8r 
for Cumberland, aud had ul>o listened to 
the remarks of hon. gontlk-raon opjn site, 
and be must ?ay ho had failed to sec that 
the Govorniuout had answered tho accusa- 
tions madu by the hon. member for Cum- 
berland. Be had never wisht-d or intend- 
ed that it should bo supposed that he hold 
any ideas implying di.siioiiestj- to the nc- 
tioiia of tiio Goveriinii.'nt; wdiatevor mis- 
t.»kes they had committt.d lie had always 
considered as mistakes of judgment, and 
thought of them as nothing el:-o; but they 
were reHponaiblo fur those mistakes of 
judgment, and if they wero continued it 
would be veiy long before the first sod 
wa» turned in Ibitish Colnmbia. The 
hon. member for Ciunberland had referred 
to tho estimate made of tli« cost of tho 
Canadian I'acillc Railway by hon gentle- 
men oppofcito. Last year wheu address- 
ing tli» House he iMr. , Ucwdney) also 
ga\o his ideas of what ho thouj^bt the 
railway would cost. He was glad to ob- 
a«rYO thai tho e=tiuiaia ma ia by th* 
non tho Promi /r a ti w days ago of the 
road between Like Superior and Rico 
River was about tho aamo that ho had 
made at that time, and in au article pub- 
lished in tho Globe on August 31»t of last 
year he foand an estimate in whi(di the 
whole length of the road from Lake Su- 
perior to tho Pacitio ocean wnii divided 
into sectiouB very similar to those adopted 
by himself, and tho total cost waa jilnced 
at three millions less th.iu ho ostim.itod it 
last year; hia cstinuite was .■?51, (100,000, 
while tliai given by tho (rtoba Wii<^ j?50,'JuO,- 
OOU. Ho mentioned tho eircumatauco t.' 
show that ttio Globe luu-it liavo receivod 
tho luformiitiou to baoo its entimuto from 
tho GoYoi niucnt, for no one else poss^eriseJ 
it; and further, to show that beyond 
doubt tho roKtl eoiild b« built from L.iko 
Superior to the i'acitic Ocean for frour 
fifty to fifty-four millioiig of dollars. Ha 
would now ask tho attention of tho House 
for a few momenta while ho refurrcd to 
the question of route iu British Colum- 
bia. It would bo within the reoollootion 
of hon. members that on several occasions 
ho liad discussed this subject. Ilis ac- 
tion iu that direction had been cimraetor- 
ized verv unfairly by hon. members from 
his Province— and not only by them, bnt 
wln n lust spring ho wrote a loiter to tho 
hull. tli(t Premier setting forth the advwn- 
tjgcs of I he Eraser river route, he was 
cliaraeiori/.ed in the newspapers as being 
sectional. In that )<itter lio ttated as 
follows; 

"In my endeavor to briug to your no- 
tico tbe claims of tha Burranl liiiet unit 
Fr«t>er routes, 1 would disclaim any inten- 
tion of i.rguiiig that tho line should be 
made to run through such portion of tbe 
country aa is already ^ettled because of 
such peltlenient. 1 hold that the interest 
of tho Dominion re, a wliolo rdioiihl he 
look«d to in a matt, r of this kind, and 
that it would not be at all fair for a kmail 
population such as oura to attempt to dio- 
tate the route to a people who muct for 
all time to como bear the oonsequouoo of 
any mistake that may bo uialo iu select 
ing a lino." 

Those wero Hculiiiii iits ho had always 
advocated when ho brought tlio iiueaiion 
before tho House, aud if anytning further 
was required to vindicate himsuif before 
Parliament, ho asked hon. momber.i to re- 
fer to iho report of Mr.S.mdford Fleming, 
hulmiittod during the last few days. It 
would not bo worih while to rend levaral 
pKges of this report, but he would rvaA ono 
or two extracts lo sho^v tiiat tlie Ctiiof En- 
gineer to-day took a similar view to what 
he (Mr, Duwdney) did in hi<. letter to 
tho hon. tho Proiuicr l.i-<t spring.^ IIo 
ih -a read, sever. il i xtiaets from Jlr. Flem- 
ing's rouoit, sliowiiig the a lvantagei of 
the Fraser Biver route. Among others 
he read Ibm: 

"Tbe characteristics ol a railway Invn 
much to do with its tjapaoity for bnsiiifss 
and tlio cost of maintaining'and operating 
it. The ronte which will in tho high, ai 
degree admit id' low gr.idiiuit ; 1 asy a ign- 
mout, und porroaneiitly I'rm road bod, at 
the least annual outlay, is the oue moat 
callable of transporting obeaply." 



In this respect there can scarcely bo a 
doubt as to Route No. 2, terminating at 
Burrard Inlet, being llio beat, Thut war 
the route bo (Mr, Dowdney) had always 
urged for adoiition, Tho.se wero somo of 
tho recommendations mado iu ^dr. Flem- 
ing's report, nna they were quite sufli- 
cieiit to vindicate tho position ho (Mr. 
Dewdney) had taken iu years gone by. 
But certain uiiatatomentg had been made 
witli respect to that route within the last 
few days to which Jio wished to refer, 
Tho hon. member for Victoria (Mr. Do- 
Cosmos) the other ovoning had endeavor- 
ed to show that tho population on tho 
Bnto Inlet routo (which'that hoii. mem- 
ber had been advocating) was larger than 
tho population ou tho Fraber River route, 
and iu order to prove hia assertion read 
from tho voters li.-,t in B. C; but whether 
there wero one, two or three thousand 
people on the Fraser route.he (Mr.Dowd 
noy) conld toll tbe House that from tho 
summit of the Rocky Mountains to Butu 
lulot outsido of tho Hudson. Bay Com- 
pauy's jioftts there was not a ' while mun 
Jiving within 50 to lUO miles of tho pro- 
posed line. Ho held in hia hand tho land 
returns of British Columbia showing the 
number of entries made under tbo Laud 
Act, 1870, anrt' found that even including 
Vancouver Island aud tho whole of tho 
Buie Inlet route, tho iinmbor of records 
mado iu 1875 were 8'J, while on thoFraaor 
River route the niimbor was 551, out of 
whicli tiioro were in tho Now Westmins- 
ter und Yalo districts through which the 
line ran 179. In 1876 there were on Van- 
couver Island aud Bute Inlet route 42 re- 
cords; on tho Mainland 378, of which 312 
were in the distriota of Yalo and Now 
Westminster. Thus he had shown that so 
far us the land waa coiiceruod tlio facts 
were against tho ceiitoutioii of tho hon. 
member for Victoria, and tho rooorda 
showed tbat immigrants went in tho di- 
rection of New Westminster and Ynlo, 
where the host land was situated, rather 
than along tho route advocated by the 
hon. member for N'ietoria. Ho(Mr. Dewd- 
ney) stated the otlior day that ho was pre- 
pared to show that a lino through British 
Columbia via tlie Eraser River route 
would be able to contribute something in 
tho shape of local traffic. He did not 
know whether hon. membora wero ao- 
quinted with the Columbir. lii ,-or; if not 
he would tell tlioni that a large quantity 
of grain was transported down tbat river 
aud shipped to foreign markets every 
year. British Columbia would ba in a 
position to do tho same if tbe railway was 
built down the Fraser River through the 
canyons of tho Fraser. From Portland to 
Asioria wheat ia transported a ilistanco of 
404 miles, partly by water and partlv by 
rail, and is Inuulled 8 times for iiii' per 
ton. From Okinagan to Burrard iul.;t it 
is 3G8 mdes,tiud the piosontraio of fi eight 
is §51 per ton. With a railway thiou^h 
tbo canyons of the Fraser wo could cai ry 
wheat from Ok..Dagao to Burrard Iniot 
for 80 per ton, and in that district wo 
could raise for exportation after supply- 
ing our home demand— somo 50.001) tons. 
Everyone must know that the southern 
portion uf British Columbia ia tho only 
ect on wdjere huge gram cropa could bo 
giowii, and it only re<iuiresau opening to 
tho seaboard not only to raise sutlicieut 
grain for our own conaumptiou, but also 
to transport it t.i foreign markets. Ho was 
now speald.ig of tho eonn-.ry to the east of 
tho Cascade Moiiiiiaiiis, a largo extout 
of country on the Lower Fraser 
not being taken into consideration. 
When the Hon. tho Premier spoke of 
oummenoiog work at Yule be gave it as 
his opinion that it would be advantageous 
to do so on occount of having tbo river 
navigation for 100 miles, hut ho mado u 
miotako wueu he said tho river waa open 
all the year round. Jt was g neriilly clos- 
ed during two or tliree moutlis, altlioiiyh 
lie had known it ojien all tho ye.ir. The 
gre«te>t advauiago ho (Mr. Dewduey) saw 
in coiumouciiig the construction of tbo 
railw.iy fiom Yale was tbat as soon as the 
road piercial tho C.iscae.e Mountaiim tho 
wlieat-growing conntiy 10 which hi\ hid 
referred woul l bo Oi oned up, from when e 
grain could buei|ji rto l,notoiily to foreign 
lujrkcla, but suppliet could be furnished 
for tho road during consiruetion from 
Yale to Burrard Inlet. A question had 
been raiaod, aud he had heard it before, 
in rrgard to tho Fraaer River liiii' running 
close to tho Amoriean frontier. II: ha t 
alwaya coiisidored that to bo an ad^a.ita^o 
r.itlier than otlier'Viso. H-; always c m-
